Six Flags New England theme 
park has re-opened since their 
closing during last year’s pan- 
demic, the park opened this past 
weekend and welcomed long 
waiting visitors. 

Communications Manager 
Jennifer McGrath mentioned that 
the park was scheduled to open in 
April of last year but was unable 
to as guidelines changed, now 
over a year later the park is ready 
to re-open and will be following 
state mandated safety protocols. 
There will be many changes and 
the park will look different from 
the summer of 2019. There is a 
long list of safety protocols for 
staff and guests to follow while in 
the park, theyre all listed on the 
park's website for people to view 


before attending. 

Protocols include having 
guests review a Health Policy be- 
fore entering, requiring all guests 
from ages 3 and up to wear a mask 
covering their nose and mouth at 
all times, staying cashless within 
the park including parking, and 
keeping social distancing with- 
in the park. Guests will have to 
purchase their tickets online and 
make a reservation for when they 
plan to visit as a way for the park 
to control daily capacity limits, 
though visitors will have to enter 
the park at a set time their tickets 
are for the whole day. 

Upon entering guests will 
have a non-invasive temperature 
check, if someone has a temper- 
ate of 100.4 degrees or higher 
they will be directed to the park's 
medical technician to determine 
whether they can be safety admit- 
ted to the park. T 

he park cannot guarantee that 
visitors will not be exposed to the 
coronavirus during a visit, and 
asks that guest evaluate their own 
risk before visiting. If someone 
has tested positive or has symp- 
toms, they should not attend the

AGAWAM -—- ‘The announce- 
ment that everyone has been wait- 
ing for since last March has finally 
come. First, the mask mandate and 
social distancing requirements will 
be lifted. Then, capacity limits will 
also go away. Finally, the state of 
emergency will end on June 15. 

Governor Charlie Baker recent- 
ly announced that restrictions will 
be lifting during Memorial Day 
weekend, and the town officials re- 
ceived the information at the same 
time as everyone else. 

On May 29 all remaining 
COVID-19 restrictions will be lift- 
ed, because the state is on the right 
track to have the number of vacci- 
nated residents reach 4.1 million 
by the first week of June.

AGAWAM - ‘Thanks to a re- 
cent resolution seeking federal 
funds for the next phase in the 
Southwest Sewer Project, there 
has been confusion about wheth- 
er the sewer system is needed, 
wanted, and possible. 

There have been conflicting 
opinions project as some resi- 
dents want the sewer extensions 
and some dont, the mayor con- 
firms that there are conflicts and 
it is a complicated situation. 

The project of extending sew- 
ers in this area had been pro- 
posed before Mayor William Sa- 
pellis administration. He said the 
first of five proposed phases was 
completed in the early-2000's and 
cost $1.7 million. 

The town had matching funds 
for the sewer project then and 
that’s why it was completed. But 
the price tag of the next phase has 
ballooned and the town currently 
has no funds for this project and 


would rely on tax dollars to fund 
the project. 

“This was proposed way before 
me, Sapelli said. “I’m not going to 
put it on the capital plan with no 
funding for it.’ Sapelli said. “It's 
almost $50 million to fund phases 
two through five. The money to 
do that is astronomical.’ 

He said although the sewers 
are not earmarked for the future; 
if President Joe Biden's proposed 
rescue plan is approved and the 
money from that is able to fund 
sewer extensions, he and his ad- 
ministration will try to use that 
funding for the project. 

Sapelli has already sent a letter 
asking for Agawam to be consid- 
ered for funding if the rescue plan 
funding is accepted, and the city 
council has approved a resolu- 
tion related to the rescue funding. 

If the $2 trillion infrastructure 
plan is approved, and if the fund- 
ing goes towards sewers, the res- 
olution states that Agawam will 
ask for the money to help fund 
the Southwest Sewer project. 
Currently phases two through five 
need to be funded and each phase 
will cost a different amount as it

in particular we really got into pick- 
ing big, beautiful bouquets for the 
house. One flower that did particu- 
larly well for us was the dahlia. I had 
four varieties total in varying sizes 
and color, and boy did these add a 
lot to the vase. I enjoyed harvesting 
them so much that I invested in a 
sampler pack from Old House Gar- 
dens mail order company, as well as 
another couple varieties from local growers. I 
can't wait to be surprised by what is in my sam- 
ple pack. 

Today was the designated day to plant them. 
I was a little nervous because the soil tempera- 
tures have only begun to warm up, but I had the 
time so I did it and will pray for the best. Some- 
times you just have to do what you have to do! 
Read on to learn about this unique flower. 

Dahlias are not hardy in our area. For that 
reason we wait until the danger of frost has 
passed to plant them. They can be started 
from seeds but most are grown from tubers 
of a named variety that was purchased from a 
nursery or mail order company. According to 
one source, there are some 50,000 named dahlia 
varieties! Flowers can vary in size from mignon 
singles that are a mere 2 inches across to AA 
size which grow over 10 inches wide. 

Plant heights vary as well, ranging from six 
inches to 20 feet tall! Six different size flowers 
and 14 shapes are possible with colors that ap- 
pear in nearly every shade except for true blue. 
Small varieties make especially good bedding 
plants, mixing well with other annual and pe- 
rennial garden flowers. Large flowered types 


are suitable “specimen” plants that stand well 
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Dahlias have the reputation of 
being “high maintenance, probably 
because they need to be staked and 
pinched. They are also prone to insect 
and disease problems. None of this 
should dissuade you from growing 
them, however. Plant dahlias in full 
sun in fertile soil amended sparingly 
with compost and organic fertilizers. 
Most tubers are planted about three 
inches deep and one to three feet away from 
one another, depending on plant size. Providing 
enough air circulation between plants will help 
keep diseases at bay. 

Most gardeners install a stake at planting 
time and attach the dahlia to it as it grows, be- 
ginning when it is a foot tall. Subsequent ties 
are made every 18 inches or so depending on 
variety. Without the use of stakes, large flowers 
will likely topple in the wind and rain, some- 
times taking a good portion of the plant with it. 

Pinching dahlias is another good practice. 
When the plant has three sets of leaves gen- 
tly remove its growth tip. This will encourage 
more branching and inevitably more flowers. 
Once blooming starts, it is important to cut 
away spent blooms on a regular basis; tubers 
will grow stronger because of it. Dahlias thrive 
on sufficient moisture, especially since they are 
shallow rooted. Furnish them with one inch per 
week during active growth. As the growing sea- 
son draws to a close, hold back on water and 
any supplemental fertilization you have been 
providing. This will give the tubers a chance to 
harden off before they are removed from the 
ground. 

Dig up dahlia tubers either just prior to or 


soon after frost hits. Leave a small portion of 
stem attached to the tubers; it is a great place to 
adhere a label. Take it from me, it is easy to for- 
get a name over the winter months! Soil should 
be eased off the tubers with a spray of water 
before placing in storage. Choose a location to 
overwinter your tubers that maintain 40 to 50 
degrees temps and 90% humidity. These condi- 
tions will keep them dormant and healthy un- 
til it is time to replant. Many people have good 
luck using a cold basement or root cellar; small 
quantities of tubers can be stored in the crisp- 
er drawer of the refrigerator. Placing tubers in 
damp peat moss, saw dust, shredded leaves or 
even ventilated plastic bags will help to prevent 
shriveling. Be sure to check on your tubers ev- 
ery couple of weeks throughout the offseason. 
Should you see shriveling, mist them with clean 
water and re-dampen the medium in which 
they were placed. If you see mold, bring down 
the temperature and humidity level. 

Some dahlias like to get a jump-start on the 
season by prestarting dahlias indoors. We have 
done this occasionally at Old Sturbridge Vil- 
lage, and I am always amazed at just how fast 
the plants grow, and how quickly they outgrow 
their pots and become leggy. If you attempt it, 
four weeks prior to the last spring frost would 
be soon enough. 

It's my hope that you will venture into the 
land of dahlia growing and love it as much as 
I do!

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Pursuing federal funds for sewers a smart idea 


Dear Editor, 

At our last Council Meeting the City Coun- 
cil, after discussion, unanimously voted in favor 
of the TR-2021-30 resolution in support of the 
Feeding Hills/ South West Sewage Project. On 
May 4, the mayor also signed the approval of the 
passage of our legislation. I would like to thank 
all of the City Councilors for their support espe- 
cially Councilors Calabrese, Mercadante, Smith, 
Suffriti and Tedeschi for co-sponsoring the reso- 
lution I introduced. 

President Biden’s American Jobs Plan would 
authorize $2.25 trillion for transportation, hous- 
ing, water systems, water and sewage pipes, etc. 
$111 billion is projected to be available to states 
for such projects. 

This is a very unique opportunity for the 


Town of Agawam to try to do it’s best to receive 
funding to support the completion of all of the 5 
phases of the Feeding Hills/South West sewage 
project. This is the only way that we will be able 
to complete this much needed and very expen- 
sive project, with these federal and state funds. 

Some sewage issues in these areas are also 
creating environmental and health problems 
and must be addressed. 

I have spoken to Senator John Velis and Rep- 
resentative Nicholas Boldyga and they strongly 
support the idea. They are both committed to 
work with the mayor to try and convince our 
Congressional Delegation (as our resolution 
calls) to enact legislation that renders the Feed- 
ing Hills/ South West Sewage project for full 
funding of all phases; and urge Governor Baker 


to appropriate funds from the federal stimulus 
bill for this project. 

I do understand that this is not going to be 
easy to accomplish and I don't want to give high 
hopes or promises to our residents. I am opti- 
mistic and I believe that there are some rays of 
hope that our Congressman Richard Neal, with 
his powerful position as the chair of the Ways 
and Means Committee, along with our powerful 
Senators Elizabeth Warren and Ed Markey that 
they may be able to help Agawam secure the 
money for this project. 

Again, we lose nothing to lose by pursing this 
issue. We do not want to let this opportunity to 
go by the wayside.

cleaning protocols and items through- 
out the park. There are sanitizers in ride 
queues and employees are washing and 
disinfecting common areas, restrooms, 
changing stations, and shops throughout 
the day. 

All the lines for food and rides have 
six-foot markers for groups and individu- 
als to stand, families and groups coming 
in together can stay in a group but they 
must distance from other groups and in- 
dividuals. 

“Guests have been supportive and are 
adhering to the guidelines well, it’s just 
like other areas they ve been too, Mc- 
Grath said. “But we have staff patrolling 
the park so social distancing and mask 
wearing are being adhered to, if a guest 
is continually not complying they will be 
escorted from the park: 

Masks need to be worn at all times by 
everyone three or older, no exceptions as 
the park is following state guidelines giv- 
en to them in order to open. 

Along with reserving a space online, 
visitors are encouraged to pay for park- 
ing online to limit cash transactions as 
theyre going cashless this summer. The 
park asks that people come prepared 
with their debit or credit cards, and if 
guests do bring cash they 
will be able to visit a cash 
to card machine at the 
front of the park. They can 
put in their cash and it'll 
be put onto a prepaid card 
to be used anywhere in the 
park, and they can use the 
card outside the park like a 
pre-paid gift card. The park 
has made many changes, 
including the rides. 

A new ride has been 
introduced to the park, 
though it’s not currently 
open itll be introduced 
this summer. The Supergirl 
Sky Flyer will be a part of 
the DC Universe portion of 
the park and will be close to 
its cousin Superman. ‘This 
area of the park along with 
the rest of the areas, have 
been painted, landscaped, 
cleaned, and maintained 
during the 13-month clo- 
sure of the park. McGrath 
said the maintain team has 
put in a lot of work to get 
the park ready for visitors, 
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and the areas will continue to be main- 
tained in high regards as the park will be 
cleaned routinely. 

The return of the park means a lot for 
the town of Agawam as it brings in busi- 
ness for local food shops, gas stations, ho- 
tels, and other business along Main Street 
and McGrath said the park looks forward 
to bringing this business back. She men- 
tioned that the opening has called for hir- 
ing newcomers and re-hires alike, espe- 
cially with their Water Park opening soon. 

“We do have positions open right now 
and we encourage people to apply, we see 
Agawam High School Students as well as 
college students and we provide training 
and certifications, this is an asset on a re- 
sume, McGrath said. “I actually worked 
in the water park before and it was the 
most fun, it’s in the top positions I’ve 
held? 

She encourages people to visit the Sic 
Flags website and Facebook Page as they 
are the most active on those platforms.

that fully vaccinated residents need not wear 
masks with the exception of being in very 
close confines with others, like airplanes and 
public transportation. 

But what does all of these changes mean 
for the Town of Agawam. As of press time, 
there are still many questions to be answered 
and the mayor was mum just after hearing 
the news. 

This announcement means that town 
officials have to look at the state laws and 
guidelines versus federal guidelines, and find 
what guidelines they need to weigh in on. 

“I haven't had time to look at this, I have 
no comment as this time, Sapelli said. “I have 
to talk to the Board of Health and other de- 
partments. We want to meet and talk about 
it before giving the town guidance. 

He said the lifting of the restrictions has 
unfolded rather rapidly and the information 
has been given out without giving the town 
some lead time so discuss the restrictions 
and what they want to do in town. 

Interim Health Director Michael Theroux 
was unavailable for comment, though Sapelli 
mentioned speaking with the Board of Health 
concerning these lifting restrictions. It’s un- 
clear if masks will still be required inside es-

tablishments, though buildings may have the 
ability to require masks as an independent 
business regardless of the state mandate of 
masks being lifted. 

Many larger companies have begun lifting 
mask mandates, including Wal-Mart and Tar- 
get. Neither are located in Agawam, but the 
town does have a Stop & Shop, which is part 
of a big chain. The store chain has not made 
an announcement lifting its mask mandate. 

The sudden change in lifting mask, capac- 
ity, and social distancing requirements could 
also bring changes to an event made for big 
crowds, hugs, and noise. 

Agawam High School will hold its grad- 
uation on the school grounds on Saturday, 
June 5. But the original plan had limited ca- 
pacity and social distancing and masks. The 
lifting restrictions will have school and town 
officials discussing adjustments to the cere- 
mony. 

When asked about the lifting restrictions, 
Agawam High School Principal Thomas 
Schnepp was unable able to comment on 
Monday afternoon, but discussions are likely 
to occur this week with the graduation just a 
couple of weeks away. 

The town officials and school officials will 
certainly be looking into what the lifting of 
restrictions means for the town as a whole.

versus the Boston Scorpions S.C., who are 
first-year member of the United Women's 
Soccer League. 

The Scorpions stunned the Mutiny by 
scoring a pair of goals during the first ten 
minutes and they held onto the lead for the 
next 65 minutes. 

Gouvin, whos a midfielder, assisted on 
the Mutiny’s first goal of the season which 
was scored by Agawam native Hope San- 
taniello, whos a forward, during the 76th 
minute. 

A minute later, Melina Couzis, who was 
a senior defender on the UConn women's 
soccer team this past spring, netted the 
equalizer for the Mutiny and the match 
ended in a 2-2 draw. 

“Even though I only played a couple of 
games for the Mutiny in 2019, I really love 
being a member of this soccer club, said 
Gouvin. “This stadium is very close to my 
hometown and I'm really looking forward 
to playing a full season with the Mutiny this 
year. 

Gouvin and several of her teammates 
have never lost a regular season match 
while wearing a Mutiny uniform. The last 
time they suffered a regular season loss was 
during 2018 season. The Mutiny played their 
home matches at several different fields 
that season before moving into Lusitano 
Stadium at the start of the 2019 campaign. 

“This stadium is the best home field in 
our entire league, said second-year Mutiny 
head coach Jeb Booth. “No other team has 
the same type of soccer culture that we do 
here. It’s a little disappointing that the con- 
cession building wasnt open yet because 
we cant socialize with the players and their 
families following the match. It’s all about 
the relationship with me’ 

The Mutiny finished the 2019 regular 
season with an 8-0-2 mark before falling to 
the Lancaster Inferno in the U.WS. East- 
ern Conference Finals. The Mutiny players 
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waited more than 670 days before playing 
another match because of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

Booth wasnt very concerned after 
watching his team fall behind by two goals 
early in the match. 

“T always believe that we will win every 
match, said Booth, who also coaches the 
Fitchburg State University women’s soccer 
team. “I believe in them as a team and as 
players, so I dont get nervous about things 
very often.’ 

The Scorpions are coached by Evan Bu- 
rokas, who was a member of the Western 
Mass. Pioneers from 2012-2019. He also 
played for the Western Mass Professional 
team in 2015. 

“None of my players had ever played a 
soccer match at this stadium before to- 
night, Burokas said. “I told them what this 
stadium represents to the community and 
what it means to play here. It was very spe- 
cial for me to have my team here for the first 
time. We did take an early 2-0 lead, but we 
knew it was going to be a tough game. They 
just kept pressing us.’ 

There are a couple of other connections 
between the Scorpions and the Mutiny. 

Booth has coached several of the Scor- 
pions ENCL regional teams for more than 
ten years. 

Lauren Berman, whos currently a Mu- 
tiny midfielder, played for the Scorpions 
youth teams from U-8 to U-18. Just like Gou- 
vin, Berman played college soccer at Boston 
College. She also played for a professional 
soccer club in Hungary for two seasons and 
is currently the soccer operations coordina- 
tor for the women’s soccer team at Harvard 
University. 

The Scorpions took a 1-0 lead when for- 
ward Kristi Vierra lofted a shot from the left 
side of the box into the upper right corner 
over the head of Mutiny goalkeeper Caitlin 
Murphy.

depends on the length of the sewer and if 
there is a pumping station required. 

Phase two will cost about $15 million, 
phase three will cost $11 million, phase 
four will cost about $10 million, and phase 
five will cost $13 million. The total of 
phases two through five is $48.5 million. 

In the past there was state and federal 
funding but neither are offering funding, 
today. Part of the project funding would 
need to come from betterment fees. 

This fee would be calculated by the num- 
ber of houses on that section of the sewer. 
For phase two, the cost would break down 
with $14 million divided by the number of 
houses on the sewer line which could be at 
least $30,000 for each house. This would be 
a way to pay back the construction costs, 
though it doesn't include the hook-up cost

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each household would need to contribute. 
In order for a house to have access to the 
new sewer, it have to pay a connection or 
hook-up fee of approximately $6,000 to 
$8,000 and on top of that there will be a 
sewer fee and water fee. 

Sapelli wasn’t sure how much a sewer 
fee and water fee would be, but either way 
it tacks more onto what residents would 
have to pay for the project, especially since 
there would also be a separate annual fee. 
He said that once the sewer line is put in 
there is a mandatory hook up even though 
the hook up will cost money, because of 
this people are rethinking getting sewer 
and there is a split decision amongst the 
residents affected by the project. 

There are residents who want the sewer, 
but they don't want to pay the betterment 
fee and they dont want the mandatory 
hook-up. There are residents who are will-

ing to pay the costs, there are residents 
saying other town residents should help 
pay the cost of construction as well. There 
are many conflicting opinions and Sapelli 
acknowledged the conflict of opinions, but 
said there wasn't a way to satisfy everyone 
currently due to the lack of funds. He said 
other residents went out of their way to get 
a home with sewer already or others have 
just recently bought septic systems, so it 
wouldnt make sense to have them share 
the cost. 

“There is money out there but only to- 
wards existing sewers and storm drain- 
age, the funds are mandated to switch 
and separate existing sewers, Sapelli said. 
“The expansion of sewers is not included 
in this funding. Also, the amount of fund- 
ing doesn't cover the amount of money for 
phase two, wed still have to come up with 
$7 million, 
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If residents located on these phases 
want to have sewer done they have to fund 
it themselves, as of now the project is not 
being planned. The mayor and city council 
are hoping to receive funding later on from 
the proposed infrastructure rescue plan, 
though only if it includes the expansion of 
sewers otherwise theyre back at square 
one. 

The only environmental concern with 
the sewers has to do with separating the 
sewers and storm drainage, then the storm 
system needs repairing, new coverts, catch 
basins, and more. With no environmental 
cause and no state backing or funding, the 
sewer project is not currently viable. Sapel- 
li and the City Council will be looking for 
the infrastructure plan to be accepted to 
hopefully find funding for the Southwest 
Sewer project, until then the project has 
no plans.
